THE CASE OF TSU 


ZU-CHING

‘The case of the lawyer, ‘Tsu 
Zu-ching, becomes historic. It 


is one on which hangs the 
whole efficiency of administra- 
tion of the Provisional Court,

It is Chinese owned 
with forcign management, ‘and 2 
numer of foreign and "Chinese 
residents, 


Adjacent Hotel Damaged 
iam. 

So far as can be ascertained 
thirteen persons have been killed 
OF Injured in the fire at the King 
Eward Hotel, the total being made 
up of five Europeans, one Japanese 
and seven Chinese. One European 
male and one female, one Japanese 
woman ard five Chinese tales are 
known to be dead. 

‘The Savoy Hotel, which adjoins 
the King Edward Hotel, was also 
damaged in the conflagration but 
nobody vas injured, although the 
two top floors were gutted. ‘Th 
Savoy Hotel has closed down for 
the time being. 

















Noon. 
‘The exact origin of the Gre at 
the King Edward Hotel has 
teen ascertained but it is believed 
that 
in the lounge, erept up the main 
staireass and eventually burst into 
flames on the first and second floors. 
The residents in the hotel were 
awakened and made a dash for the 
fire-eseape, but although the mian- 
ager of the hotel, Mr. Jim Witchell, 
his wife and children were able to 
escape by that means, the fire, 
spreading rapidly, soon cut off the 
other residents from the escape.

‘The inquest on the two daughters 
of Mr. and Mrs, B. L.  Gabbott 
who were Killed in an aceident be- 
tween their perambulator and a 
motor lorry and trailer belonging 
to the French Municipal Council on 
February 20 was concluded + on 
March 8 by the Registrar, Me. A. J 
Martin, sitting as coroner, 
returned the following verdict:— 

“I find that Margaret Evelyn 
Demery Gabbot and Barbara Eliza- 
beth Sonia Gabbott died on Feb- 
ruary 26, 1929, as the result of in- 
juries received when the trailer of 
a garbage lorry belonging to tho 
French Municipal Council collided 
with a baby carriage in which they 
were being conveyed along Rue 
Lafayette. "I am satisfied from the 
evidence given that the lorry was 
not proceeding at an excessive 
speed and that the accident occur- 
red owing to the chauffeurs not 
allowing enough room when over- 
taking the baby carriage, 
‘am of the opinion that the 
chauffeur’s error of judgment was 
partly caused by the construction 
of the lorry and trailer. ‘The wheel- 
base of the tractor and trailer be- 
comes progressively wider . from 
front to rear, the inerease in width 
of the base of the rear wheels of 
the trailer as compared with the 
front wheels of the tractor being 
‘over 13 per cent. and the increase 
in width of the body of the trailer 
being over 11 per cent.”

In our affected districts some of 
the foreign reports are to the eifect 
that foodstutts are four times the 
ordinary prices. Summing up the 
reports of those co:respondents, 
quoted above, I would average 

at about twice those of 





ordinary times. But it is only 
those who have money that are able 
Yo get the depreciated stocks that 
come in, over the miserable com- 
munieations that exist. In Kuanz- 
chow and Loshan, in the very south 
of the province there is plenty of 
grain, at very fair prices, about 
one third of the prices that are 
asked in Nanyang and Lushan, in 
the west. ‘The only way to ge. the 
grain across is by cart transport, 
over the worst Kind of roads, 

‘Thus it comes that the well-to-do, 
with money to spond, may: get food. 
but the people, whose whole reserve 
has been used up, are left to the 
desperate expedients of _ mixing 
leaves, ground bark and chaff, oF 
clay with the small portion of grain 
that they may get. Tt is little 
wonder that from ‘some of the 
districts as high as 20 per cont. 
of the whole population have 
migrated. Nor should we condemn 
too highly the miserable people, 
who have sold their children, as 
reported from Tsiyuan, Menghsien, 
Wenhsien, and Chinyang, in. the 
north, and from Linya in the West. 
Front the latter county comes. the 
verified report that “there have 
‘been many suicides.” 

Theso are the conditions that 
prevailed some weeks ago, and 
from every one of the correspond- 
ents were added the remarks, that
